S.O. 202(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 6 of the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), hereinafter 
to be referred as the said Act, the Central Government 
hereby determines that;— 
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(a) the coins of Five Rupees denomination with 
the theme “Ashoka Pillar” shall also be coined 
at the Mints for issue under the authority of 
the Central Government; 

(b) the coins of the Five Rupees denomination 
hereafter to be coined in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 6 of the said Act shall

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of 
Ashoka Pillar with the Legend ‘TTrmfo wti” inscribed 
below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word 
“MRd” in Hindi and on the right upper periphery flanked 
with the word ‘‘INDIA” in English. There will be 52 beads 
on the periphery. 

REVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the denomination 
value “5” in international numeral in the centre, below that 
shall be the word “RUPEES” in English and the year in the 
international numeral. On the top shall be the word ” 
in Hindi flanked on the left and right periphery' a bunch of 
Lotus with leaf design. There shall be 52 beads on the 
periphery.
